His assailants used clubs and other weapons. 
They kicked their victim’s face when he was 
down, inflicting head: injuries to which he gsuc- 
cumbed, ; 

An ironical aspect of the tragedy is' that Hsu 
himself was an ardent Chinese patriot.

To-day the thoughts of business 
men In every quarter of Europe and 
America are largely concentrated 
on one question: how to win a share 
of the British market, which, open- 
ed for generations to the whole 
world without let or hindrance, is 
now going to be ‘dpen -only on 
terms, says the NeWs of the World 
of January 8. 

Chambers of commerce, munici- 
pal authorities, and estate agents in 
the great industrial regions are re- 
ceiving every day inquiries as to 
empty factories and sites for new 
ones. . 

Already much business has been 
clinched, but it ia nothing to the 
volume which is coming along, 

The golden tide has, according to 
all appearances, begun to turn, and 
soon will be running strongly in 
favour of the old country. 

‘The manufacturers who are most 
active in their factory inquiries are 
the ‘following: Radio, chemical 
products, agricultural machinery, 
toys, cotton and art silk, electrical 
fittings, musical . instruments, and 
perfumery. :

| Gold Hoarders’ 


The problems of international 
finances and gold were discuss- 
,ed by Sir George Paish, the well- 
known economist, recently. 

The’ present situation, he said, 
was the most critical in which the 
world had ever been placed. The 
whole ‘world was suffering from:a 
crisis that was without precedent, 
Every country was trying ‘to be- 
come self-contained, and that policy 
was proving ‘of great anxiety to 
Britain, which depended so largely 
on exports for its economic exist. 
ence, ; 


Statesmen of every country were 
not up to international form to deal 
with the problem. | They were still 
limited in their outlook to national 
problema Instead. of international 
problems, 


* American statesmen were atill 
keeping to the consideration of 
their own domestic problems.: What 
was the position of America? 
The barometer in, every industry 
there was appallingly low. ~ The 
Steel Corporation was down to 28 
per cent, of its capacity, the tar- 
mers were in terrible distress, and 
the prices for cotton, ofl, and lead 
left no margin for profit. 


U.S. Refusal, 


Yet in such a sithation America 
lrefused to consider the suspension 
of the allied war. debts, which was 
a relatively amall matter, but which! 
would enble Europe to buy from 
America. The income of America 
was down to about half what it had 
been in the prosperous era a few 
years ago. _ 


France, continued Sir George, 
ecnsidered ‘she was in a strong 


Unhappy Plight. 


out delay, Let Amorica and France 
stay out at'thelr own risk! He 
sugested that the first duty of the 
conference was the restoration of 
security by the pledge of no: more 
war. Then the question of the 
complete abolition of reparation 
debts should be considered, Next 
it would. be a question of removing 
all trade tariffs from every country, 
Britain must’ be prepared to give 
credit not only to her colonies but 
to other countries, including Rug- 
sia, where a supply of capital would 
mean a big impetus to trade, 
Spoon-Feeding Useless, 

“I am convinced that. within 
three years all tariff barriers will 
be broken down and the whole 
world will be really Free Trade,” 
said Sir George Parish, at another 
meeting shortly afterwards. 

It was of vital moment, he Point- 
ed out, that we should have an ex- 
tremely efficient nation—one that * 
was capable of holding its own in 
the most difficult of times.

The Rev. J.C. Hardwick, 
M.A.BSc, formerly Chaplain of 
Ripon Hall, Oxford, writes as fol- 
lows in the Evening News. 

In pre-scientific days the human 
race lived in a homely world which 
waa comprekensible in ‘ts nature 
and bekayiour, and was, in fact, 
what it scemed. There was, as the 
conjurors say, no deception, When 
you set your foot down you might 
feel sure that the ground was solid 
underneath, and then you look- 

up at the stars, you 
that they were not 
off but that they 


might be reached ina balloon, As 
for the moon, when that gentle 
luminary shed her silver beams over 
the world, lovers looked up at her 
and were'conscious of a benediction. 

True, life in those days was hard. 


There were no automobiles, no cen- 
tral heating, no cinemas, and, 
what was worse, there were 
no dentists. A living had 
te be wrung somehow from 
the ptubborn svil, which was 
ill-drnined, pesteridden, and ex- 
hausted. © When crops failed there 


was no other source of supply, and]. 


you starved. But though Iife was 
bitter and hard, it was lived in) a 
homely world and against a compre- 
hensible background. Man_ toiled 
_ and suffered, but he did 
““not despair, because he felt 
at home, and lived in a 
world which he could believe in 
and comprehend, Even though he 
could not master it, he did not feel 
it was altogether alien to him. 

The Terrifying World. 

We have changed all that. The 
old solid, homely comprehensible 
world has disappeared. The men 
of science have conjured it away. 
In its place they have put something 
yast and inhuman which bafiles out 
understanding. There is, I be- 
lieve, a species of nightmare from 
whivh children suffer, when the 
room in which they lie suddenly 
begins to swell. The floor 
grows wider, the walls re- 
treat further and further, and 
the ceiling mounts upward. 
Soon the room has become as 
big as a church, as big as Olympia, 
and it is still growing when the un- 
happy child, with o shudder, dives 
under the bed-clothes, The human 
race finds itself in a similar posi- 
tion. Its homely world has sud- 
denly swollen to vast proportions, 
and has become terrifying and in- 
comprehensible. 

It is some compensation, - of 
course, that life meanwhile has be- 
come so much easier; we have our 
central heating, luxury Hners, and 
so on, But what ia it all worth 
when tHe human race and 
the’ life ‘which it Ilves are 
dwarfed into ineignificance by 


' the vast background of the 


stellar universe? What is the 
use of being so comfortable, 80 
pampered, if our life has lost ita 
dignity—if we are only insigni- 
ficant insects after all? The child 
in the expanding room will not be 
made happy by the thought of ‘the 
stocking filled by Father Christmas 
and hanging at the foot of the bed. 
What the child wants is to have its 
Homely little room back at its 
normal size, with Mother opening 
the door to say Good-night,

Time .... 

Then there is another considera- 
tion, From one point of wew— 
from that of Sirius, or of the nebula 
of Orion—a human being is an in- 
finitesimal creature. But what 


does a man look like to a microbe, or’ 


to an. atom, or to an electron? If 
an electron is to an atom, 
os a fly is to St. Paul's, 
and if an atom is _ itself 
so. small as to be out of range 
of the most powerful microscope, a 
human being becomes of astronomi- 
cal dimensions by comparison. AS 
Mr. Robert Graves has pointed out 
in a.poem called “Midway,” the 
human species is poised between 
two immensities which cancel each 
other out. 

But if Space need not terrify us, 
what about Time? Its endless re- 
gression into the past, and endless 
progression into the future—both 
before the human race came 
into existence, and long 
after its place. will know 
it no more—seem equally ter- 
rifying. But when all ig said and 
done, time can enly exist for con- 
scious beings who are aware of its 
passage, ‘The coal you put on the 
fire before sitting down to read. has 
been coal for | know not how many 
tens of thousands of years; but the 
eoul is not conscious of the fact; 
for it, the centurics have passed in- 
stantuneously. The profoundest 
and deepest sleep you have ever en- 
joyed can give but a poor idea of the 
sleep which the coal has enjoyed 
all those years. 

That which has no consciousness 
of time is outside time: for it, time 
simply does not exist, And when 
people talk of the long aeons of 
time which elapsed before life ap- 
peared, they seem to be talking of 
something very like the amile with- 
out the Cheshire cat. Until consei- 
ous minds have come into exist- 
ence? I do not see how time can 
exist. Even for animals time can 
hardly be said to exist, they do not 
“look before and after,” a8 men do 
—to thelr sorrow. 

Thank the Artist. 

And besides the above there is 
Relativity, which I spell with a 
capital because. it is a mysterious 
word, If I understand the idea 
aright, it means that the observer— 
which is you and I—enters into the 
make-up of the Universe and con- 
tributes something to it. “The 
detailed frame of space and time,” 
writes Professor Eddington, “in 
which we are accustomed to locate

SLOW PROGRESS 


The approach of the New Year 
is a time of the utmost anxiety to 
Naval. officers, especially in these 
days of economic stress, for in the 
struggle for promotion. few are 
taken and many are left. 1 

The “zone” for promotion from 
Commander to Captain is now four 
to eight years, and in this zone 
there are 169 Commanders. But as 
it is rare to-day: for officers to ob- 
tain promotion under six. years’ 
seniority, thd number who will 
eagerly and anxiously await the 
\List is approximately 77, As only 
ten. promotions are made, it will be 
seen that to only one out of every 
ten can New Year's Eve be a day 
of great rejoicing. 

With rogard to Lieutenant-Com- 
manders, the zone is two and a half 
to six and a half years, and the num- 
ber of officers in this zone is no 
fewer than 618. Of this 518 only 
224 can be said to have a chance of 
obtaining ‘their “brass halt,” and 
this chance is not unduly bright 
when, only 25, or one in ten, can be 
selected. : :

NOW. THE RULE, 


the promotion of “Mates” to Com- 
manders' rank has averaged: less 
than one in each list since 1926, 
the year in which the first became 
eligible for promotion. ; 

Promotion’ in ‘the Engineering 
Branch has been much higher, no 
less than 28 officers, ex-mate, hay- 
ing reached the rank of Engincer 
Commander in the past years, 

At the present moment eleven out 
of the. 47 officers in question: are 
serving in-seagoing appointments, 
and. it fs note-worthy ‘that ‘these 
officers promoted from the lower 
deck have served at sea with great 
regularity, :

Snipers have been busy in vari- 
ous parts of the Settlement and the 
French Concession this afternoon. 

Many residents from outlying 
districts who had come in to the 
Cathay Hotel-for safety were startled 
when snipers’ bullets _splatter- 
ed on the hotel walls.. However,| ° 
the Municipal Police have increas- 
ed their vigilance and the’ ‘trouble 
ia not spreading. 

A Japanese warship Jying-ir the
